N AIrſt, her Maieſties pleaſure is, vpon her vnderſtanding of the great diloꝛders 
N N heretofoꝛe, and eſpetially the laſt Lent, committed in kuͤling and eating fleſh in 
W E ch & the time of Eent,clpecially in the Citie of London, and the libertics thereto ad- 
7 iopning, that the Statute made in the fift veere of her Mateſties Reigne foꝛ the 
reſtraint thereot, be put in due execution by the way of Jnquiſition, and charge 
of Juries, oꝛ by any other good meanes, both within the Citie and all other pla⸗ 
ces requilite within the Realme, and this to be executed with moze diligence 
S thenherctokoꝛcit hathbene. 

2 And foꝛthe better knowledge of the trueth of theſe diſoꝛders, and redꝛeſſe 
of the intonuementes the layd Juries ſhall call befoꝛe them, and ſend foꝛ any of the Seruants of any. 
Juholders, Uictuallers, Tauerners, and Keepers of Oꝛdmarie Tables, and ſuch other that vtter 
Tlictuals, to cramme them vpon their coꝛpoꝛall othes, what fleſh is, oꝛ hath bene during the Lent ſea⸗ 
ſon, dꝛelled, killed, vttered oꝛ caten intheꝛr houſes, which ifthey ſz all refaſe to doe, then they ſhal make 
zuowenthe ſame tothe Aldermanorhis Oeputie of that Ward, who ſail commit to pꝛiſon the ſayd 
ſernants, fo rekuſing vpon their othes to declare the trueth. 

3 Aid betauſc a great part ofthe diſorder growerhbythe 25utchers ofthe City of London and al⸗ 

do ofthe Countrep, that kil ſecretiy and bung Ficth to the City: It is oꝛdered that there ſhall be onely 
ire Bulthers licenſed by the Lo2d Maio wither the City vt London, and foꝛ the liberties thereof, viz. 
thiee in Eaſtcheape,and thꝛee in S. Nicholas Shambles, who thalbe of the poozer ſoꝛt, and ſhall not 
va any thing fo2 their licenſes,no2 toyne with them any partners. 

That enery of the ſaid Butchers lo to be licenſed within the City, bee ſtinted not to kill weekely 
aboue the number oftiventic ſheepe,twentie talues, and twentie lambes, and to vitcr and ſell the ſame 
in their open ſhops in ſuch ſoꝛt, as in open time they are accuſtomed to doe, and at ſuch rates and pꝛizes 
as ſhall be ſet down by oꝛder of the Loꝛd Dato? of London fo2 that Citie and the liberties thereof. 
And belides cuery one of them (ail keepe a perfect booke, what Fleſh they kill euery day, and to what 
perſons they ſell and vtter the ſame, and be bound in a ſufficient Bond with good Sureties to her £3a- 
ieſties vle, to obſerue theſe Oꝛders in euery reſpett. 

5 That there be licenſed only to kill and vtter fleſh in the Suburbs ofthe ſaid City, as in the Coun⸗ 
ties of Middleſex and Surrey ncere vnto London, onely ten Wutchers to be licenſed by the Juſtices 
within the leucral unnts, hereof two to be of the Quorum, that is, two without Temple Barre m the 
pariſh of S. Clement Danes, two without Smithfield Barres in the pariſh of S. Pulchers oz Clarke⸗ 
tonwell oꝛ one ofthem, one in Whitecroſſe ſtreete, one in Nozton Folgate, one in White Chappell, one 
in S. Nathermes, two in Southwarke, and foꝛ the City of Weſtnunſter and the liberties thereof two 
Butchers to be licenſed by the chiefe Officer of that liberty. And thole to be as is befoze expꝛeſſed fo? 
the ſayd Citie and the liberties, of the pooꝛer ſoꝛt inhabiting inthoſe plates, and to be litenſed without a⸗ 
ny money oꝛ other conſideration to be giuen koꝛ the ſame, and to be bound inthe like Bond and Conditi⸗ 
ons. and to oblerue the like Oꝛders in euery reſpect as thole that are to be appointed foꝛ London, and 
the layd Clerke ot the Market, Officerand Juſtice, there to lee them, and to ſet the pꝛizes of the victu⸗ 
als to be vtteredin thoſe parts. | | | 

6 That uo perſon be permitted to kill oꝛ ſell any fleſh but to thoſe that are licenled. noꝛ in any other 
plate as befoꝛt is ſpetitied, vpon paine to foꝛfeit the fleſh to be giuen to the pooꝛe in the pꝛilons, and to 

uffer impaſonment. 3 

f 7 That the Conſtables, Churchwardens and other publique Officers be authonuſed in London, 
and the tiberties thereof,by the L. Maioꝛ, and by the Juſtices in the Counties of Middleſer and Sur- 
rey and the foꝛcuamed Officers in Weſtminſter, to make ſearch, and to ſee that the licenſed 2Sutchers, 
noꝛ any other doe kel oꝛ vtter any fleſh , noꝛ doe any thing contrary tothe Oꝛders and her Maieſties 
Pꝛotlamation in that bchalfe, andikthey finde aup to offend therem that they be bound ando2deredto 
preſent the lame to the Juſtices oftheDdeace,and the Olftcers of weſtuunſter, who are to ſee the ofken⸗ 
ders duely puniſhed and pꝛoceeded withall attoꝛding to the law and their dilcretions,

11 Jfein,that the Butchers keepe a perfect booke, What fleſh they kill cuery day, and to what per⸗ 
ſonsthey lell the lame. 

12 Lhaithe Loꝛd Maio? hümſelte ſhal grant no warrant foꝛ buying of fleſh in Lent but to ſuch} as 
Mall haue oꝛ ſhew to hin ltcence in waiting accozding tothe Lawesof the Kealme, to cate fleſh, and 
the lame litence to be viewed and regiſtred, by lome two meete perſons to be appointed foꝛ this pur- 
poſe by the Loꝛd Maioꝛ, and Boohes to be kept thereof, to be ſhewed further whenthe ſame ſhall be 
required, vileſſe it be to Embafladours and Agents of fozraine Punces, to whom notwithſtanding 
no further quantitie ſhall be allowed, then ratably foꝛ their owne Houſhold, and that ſuch Embaſſa- 
dours and Agents ſhall giue to the Zo2d Maioꝛ a Certificate weekely what they ſhall require to be fo?

13 That the TLoꝛd Maio? ſhall now pꝛeſently befoꝛe Lent, oꝛ at the beginmingthereok, cauſe all 
Innccholders, Table keepers, Uictualers, Alehoule-keepers, and Tauernoꝛs within the City and li⸗ 
berties thereof, to appeare befoꝛe him, oꝛ ſuch perſons as he ſhall appoint meete foꝛ that purpole, and 
ſhal take Bonds with Suerties of euerp of them, in good ſummes of money, viz. one hundꝛed pound 
the Puncipall, and the Suerties thirtie pound a piece to her Mateſties vie, not to dꝛeſſe any fleſh in 
their houſes this Lent time foꝛ any ralpect,no2 ſuffer it to be eaten, extept it be foꝛ ſome ſuch perſon that 
leth in their houſe, and that allo Hath Licence thꝛough ſickeneſſe oꝛ other neceſſary cauſe to cate fleſh, 
Bonds (hall be taken allo of the Poulters, not to vtter any Poultry ware, but to ſuch as ſhall be like⸗ 
wiſe licenſed to eate fleſh, and that ſuch as willnot giue ſuch Bonds, that they be ſecluded from all vt- 
terance of Uctuall during the Lent ſcaſon,ercepting thoſe Poulters that doe omdinarily ſerucher Ma- 
ieſties houſholde, of whom like Bondes ſhall be taken by her Maieſties Officers of the Greenecioth, 
The like bonds with Sureties ſhalbe taken ofthe like perſons, vpon like penalties,bythe chicke Oft- 
cer of Weſtminſter and the Eiberties thereof, 

1.4 And fo2 the Butchers and others that come with Uictuals of fleſh out ofthe Countrey tothe Ci⸗ 
tie, the JL, Maio! ſhall cauſe tertame perſons to watch at the Gates, and other like places inthe Sub- 
urbes where ficth may be brought in, to viewe and ſearch, and to intertept the ſame. The Carriers of 
the lad victuaisofficſh, if any ſhalbe taken, to be guided to the perſons Houſes that haue Licence, with 
regard therein not to be abuſed, and this Watch to be continued dayly during the whole time of Lent, 
aud ifany of theſe wattchmen be found negligent and toꝛrupt in his charge, then hee to be tommmtted to 
pulon, there totontmue during the Whole Lent, And in caſe the ſame ſhall bee found to be bꝛonght to 
hy perſon not warranted 921:cenſcd to cate it as is afoꝛeſayd, then the lame to be foꝛfaued and ſoldc at 
the diſcretion of the L. £36192 foꝛ the vic of the pooꝛe, i the Hoſpitals andPalſoas in the Citie, and the 
dungers to be umpuſoned. | 

15 Andfo! that it is to bee doubted that the Fithmongers vpon the oblernation of the ſayd O:ders, 
will tale occaſion thereby toinhanle the pazes as wellof Freſh, as of Sca fiſh, itis thought meets that 
the Lo: Maier (hall take oꝛder with the layd Fiſhmongers, that as wellthe Salt as Zrefth ly, ſhall 
be vitered at reaſonable puszes. 

16 Anditis oꝛdered that no Butchers ſhall kill any 25cenes, but ſuch as ſhall bee ſpecially licenced 
thereunto Without any fraud, foꝛ the mnrinihingof ſuch Ships as ſhall be lawkully umpioped by Sea, 
either inthe way of Traffique, oꝛ otherwise. | 

17 Further alſo, that a true Certificate ve weekely made by the Lozd Mato? aud by him ſent tothe 
W 02ds and others of her Maieſties Pꝛuie Counſell, euery Saturday within the Lent time, of the 1ſt 
minder of Muttons, Ucales and Lambes, which are weekely willed within the Citie and liberties 
thereof, that their Honozs may know whether the pꝛopoꝛtion allowed and fer downe to be weekly kils 
led by ſuch Butchers as are litenced to kil Fleſh be duly obſerued. Tie de Lertiticate is to be made by 
the head Officers, oꝛ ſuch other as arc appointed to keepe oꝛder in tage gut places. Che like Certificate is 
to be made and deliuered in, of all Jnncholders, Table keepers, Criltnallers, Alehouſe keepers and 
Taueruers, who ſhall be found to dꝛeſſe, cat, oꝛ ſell Fleſh within their houlcs, contrary to the Oꝛders 


befoꝛe ſpetified. i 
13 And as thele Oꝛders are expꝛeſiy deniſed to be executed in the City of London and plates nere to 


the ſame, ſo her Maieſties pleaſure and tcommaundement is, that the execution of thele, oz like Oꝛders 


be perfoꝛmed by the commandeinent of her Maieſties Lientenants, to be lent to the Juſtices of Peace 
in all Shires within their Rule, and to all ofher Officers in Townes cozpozate, oꝛ in any Liberties, 


with like oꝛder foꝛ Bonds to be taken to her Yateſties vle., 


Imprinted at London by Robert Barker, Printer to 
the Queenes mo!t excellent NA ateſtie-.
